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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: The 
species are independent or distinct because of the following: 

la. Claims 1-3 pertains to igniting arc. 

Ib. Claims 4-8, 19-21, and 26-28 pertains to oxygen not exceeding 0.06. 

Ic. Claims 9-12 and 29-30 pertains to fume generation. 

Id. Claims 13-15 and 31-32 pertains to standard deviation. 

Ie. Claims 16-18 and 33-34 pertains to toughness of welded metal. 

If. Claims 22-25 pertains to using Ar, He, Ne, Rd, ad Xe. 

Ig. Claims 25-36 pertains Ar, He, Ne, Rd, and Xe with core wire. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
